WISEST OF THEM ALL.
Arthar @ Shrewd  Politician,

His Presont Attitude on the Presi-

dentinl Quesiion and Hie Depori.
ment Toward the COandl-
dates A Favorite with

the Cabiner,

Special to ths Chicage Dally Naws
Wasmsaron, Febraary 22, The

president is beginning to talk more fracly

about presidentinl mattera, So far an

suppore him and hng neither aunounced
nor arranged a plan, but he is permitting

comvention in s prosence, and has in
ane or two onses even gone so far ns to
introduce the subject himszIf,

Not long ago, when he was apeaking
an hio often doen, of the enjovment he
finds m being preaident, a friend asked
him if he did not want another term.

“That is something I do not allow my-
nell‘l to think about,” was the prosident's
reply.

The change thatis coming over him is
shown by the fact that the same friend
has within a few days disoussed proba-
bilities and possibilities with the prosi-
dent, and that, too, upon the sssumption
that he would be among those voted for
at Chicago. His attitude toward the
other caudidates is the same, and he ia
doing nothing for himself, but that ho is
thinking on the question is very appar-
ont, There are several mien here from
New York who are supposed to have
come to consult him with regard to the
nomination of delegates in that state
Warren of Buffalo, chairman of the state
committes, **Clint" Wheeler, ex-Con.
gressman Urowley, and others—but if
the president has given them any sug-
gestions, or has proposed any plan, they

ave not disclosed it by act or word.

Jesse Spaulding, of Chieago, and other
well-known Arthur adherents from that
city, have spent much time at the white
house lately, and the correspondent of n
atalwart paper in your stato was with the
president two hours the otherday, These
are given as symptoms, but the results
have not yet developed. There are ru-
mors of a conference of Arthur men at
which the wishes ¢f the president are to
be disclosed, but it hasn't been held, so
far as | can ascertain,

From a member of the cabinet who fa-
vors, as they all do, the president's re-
nomination, 1 learn that his plan, so far
a4 he has any, is to use no patronage to
secure delegates, to interfere with no
other aspirant, to mind his own business,
and to take what conmes to him voluntari-
ly or by the efforts of his friends. In
pursuance of this policy he expects to
win, but if he loses the nominaticn, his
dignity will be preserved, and the admir-
able record he has made as an impartial,
judicious executive will be comnpleta,

“The president is the shrowdest poli-
tician there is in - Washington," said this
cabinet man. *'His head is clear, his
judgment perfect, and his far-sighted-
ness phenomenal. He knows the men
who are opposivg him, and can measure
their strength and estimate their chances
better than anyone, DBlaine is worn out,
blase aa a candidate; Sherman has no ac-
tive friends; Edmunds does not want the
oftice, and Logan's bocin will die of over-
exertion, The president knowa le has
no dangerous antagonist, and chooses not
to be an antagonist himself. Take the
recont appointment of Tuthill as district
attorney at Chicago. Logan knew the
office and the man were neither of any
importance to him, but he is a gor-
mandizer of patronage, and de-
manded the appointment, as he usually
coes. The president knew Tuthill could
not affect his prospects one way or the
other, and by nominating him prevented
Lagan from having a grievance. Justso,
the other day he nominated a protege of
Edmunds aa justice of the supreme court
of Dakota, alihough the appointment was
npposed by every Dakota man in Wash.
ington, and by the delegate from that
territory in congress. He gives Blaine's
friends all they want, and it is now
charged that he has bribed Congressman
Skinner, of the Ogdensburg, N. Y., dis.
trict, by giving him the appointment of
a postmaster, Skinner has been a half-
breed leader, anti-Conkling, anti-Grant,
anti-Arthur, but he got what he asked
for. By this policy the president 15 dis-
organizing the opposition."

And 1 find that the abore is a pretty
fair description of the situation. Frank
Hiscock, who has always been counted as
an anti-Avthur man, said the other day
that the president had granted every re-
quent he had ever made, and there 18 not
a New York congressman who will say
otherwise,

The most active fricnds of the presi.
dent in his cabinet cirele ara Teller,
Gresham and Chandler. ‘Lhe two former
have an immense amount of patronagé,
and are able to influence mauy people.
They kevp the president posted as to
what is going on, saving little to out-
giders, but listening a great deal and
dropping a word now  and
then where it will do the most good.
Chandler in shrewd and far sighted.
He ranke next to Arthur as a politician,
and understands the sigmlicance of
things,. His former association with
Blame gives him a key fo unlock that
gontleman’s mysteriea, Ho is careful
not to offend; he retains his intimacy
with the Blaine faction, which is veory
important, Tn this way not a movement
of the other candidates is lost, snd when
the proper time comes the president will
be found in the field with well-organized
forces, prepared to act.

That time will come shortly before, or

perhaps not until, the convention meets,
The New York delegation will be care-

fully made up.
“My district will not be for Arthur,”
said a New York congressman, “‘but its

men," and in those words lies the key to
movements there. The Arthur men will
excile no antagonisms,will provoke no
animosities, and open no breaches that
cannot be healed, The opposition to
Arthur cannot crystallize, The men
who represemt it have no candidate.
They don't like Logan, and are inditfer-
ent to Blaine, who they are afraid could
nok carry the state. They would prefor
S8herman or Kdmunds, but the former
will have no backing, and the latter is
for Arthur. They are hudting for &n
available man to unite upon, and can
find none. Senater Miller is very hostile
to Arthur, but has no suggestions to
make, He is at ses as much as any one,
and it is a case of the blind leading the
blind,

Under such conditions, without having
interfered with the vlaus or thwarted the
purposes of any othor candidate, Arthur
will go to the Chicago convention with
no enemies, but with a clean record and
the good will of all,
